Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Species A figures 1-3 claims 1-5 in the reply 
filed on 1 1/19/2004 is acknowledged.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Muira et al. (US 5,990,592). 

Regarding claim 1 , Muira et al. disclose a brushless motor formed with full-pitch 
windings in three phases, said motor comprising a rotor and a stator, the stator 
comprising a stator core (100) having a yoke (20), teeth (104), and slots (106) each 
formed between a pair of adjacent teeth, the teeth being three times in number of poles 
(206) of the rotor (see figures 7-8), wherein coils of each phases are inserted in the 
slots in a one coil per one slot manner, the coils having coil ends (112) shaped in an 
axial direction of the stator. 

Regarding calim 3, Muira et al. disclose the coils are formed by full pitch winding. 

Regarding claims 4-5, Muira et al. disclose the rotor has six poles and the stator 
has eighteen slots (see figures 7-8).
